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SESSION NOTES. 

Orrawa, July 19, ’99. 


The recent deaths of Hon. C. A. 
Geoffrion, Hon. W. B. Ives and Hon. 
W. E. Sanford have been a startling 
break in the monotony of this long 
summer session. The prominence of 
the three, and the suddeness of their 


taking adds to the impressiveness of 
the circumstance. Senator Sanford’s 
death was by accident, Mr. Ives’ tvk- 
ing off was almost as sudden, more 
mysterious and quite as unexpected, 
Mr. Geoffrion had been i!l for some 
little time, but not long ago was the 
picture of health. 

Owing to the length of the session 
and the oppressive weather, the 

speaker, Sir James Edgar, has been 
compelled to leave before the close on 
account of his condition of health. 
His departure is universally regretted 
both of itself and for its cause. His 
duties will be discharged by Mr. 
Brodeur, the efficient deputy speaker. 
It is a hopefal sign of the close of the 
session that on and after to-morrow, 
morning and Saturday sittings will be 
held. This means that the close must 
come soon by reason of exhausted 
vitality if not from exhaustion of 
business; which indeed still looms 
large and passes but slowly. 

The house is thin these days 
as many of the members have already 
paired and gone home to remain. 
The convenience of pairing has been 
abused to such an extent as to be- 
come a recognized and serious evil. 
It was a strictly party expedient, 
onl7 useful for party purposes, but it 
has grown so great that one of the 
parties at least finds it is being serious- 
ly hurt by it. Every pair that is 
made increases the proportionate 
majority of the government over the 
opposition on any vote. Therefore | 
the opposition is likely to set its face 
against pairing. The motive is not 
particularly creditable but the result 
is likely to be beneficial. 

An attempted atteck was made 
upon the minister of interior on 

account of the change in the form of 
scrip granted to Athabasca half-breeds, 
by which it was made payable to 
bearer. In announcing the issue of 
the scrip some time before,the minister 
had taken occasion to make unfavor- 
able comparisons between the form of 
scrip issued by the late government 
without restrictions and that which 
he proposed to issue with restrictions 
as to sale. Now that the restrictions 
attempted to be imposed had been | 
found impracticable, the effurt was 
made to roast him, without serious 
effect, however ; as it was plain when 
viewed in a practical light that the 
form of scrip which would secure to 
the holder the highest price was the 
only form he would agree to or be 
satisfied with. The minister stated 
that be considered the circumstances 
would compel the government to 
endorse the action of the commis- 
sioners as far as the Athabasca treaty 
district was concerned. He seemed 
to hold out the idea that the original 
form of scrip would be adhered to in 
the case of scrip issued in the organiz- 
ed portions of the Territories. 


A discussion took place on the vote 
for Indian Industrial Schools. Mr. 
Davin feared the minister of the 
interior was not sufficiently enthusias- 
tic about them and might curtail or 
abolish them. The minister said he 
had no intention of doing so. Mr. 
Oliver opposed Mr. Davin’s views and 
thought that too much money was 
being spent on the Industrial schools 
for the results attained. Results 
were now due, but were not apparent. 
The pupils had acquired a knowledge 
of many trades, but were not turning 
that knowledge to account for theit 
own credit and support, and for the 
improvement of the condition of their 
relatives and friends. ‘The motive 
and management of the schools was 
all right, but the system was all 
wrong. They did not and could not 
teach that individuality and self-de- 
pendence which was the great lack of 
the Indian character. 


On the introduction of a goverr.- 
men bill to vest the government with 
certain control of large works in the 
interests of the health anc general 
well being of the employees, a de- 
bate arose in which much allusion was 
made to the occurences on the C. N. 
P. railway works in 1897 and 1898. 
It was understood that these occur- 
rences were the reason for the intro- 
duction of the bill. J. Ross Robert- 
son, (East Toronto), and editor of the 
Toronto Telegram, scored the C. P. 
R. unmercifully. Fraser, liberal, 
Guysboro, thought the C. P. R. had 
shown good will in the principal case, 
the deaths of Fraser and Macdonald 
at Pincher Creek, in that they had 
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took part in the debate. Mr. Oliver 
took occasion to correct certain state- 
ments made in the senate at last 
session by the minister of justice in 
which the blame of the failure of the 
coroner’s inquest was thrown on the 
late Dr. Meade, the coroner who 
attempted te hold an_ inquest. The 
minister had said that it was because 
of Dr. Meade’s refusal to withdraw 
from the inquest in order that an- 
other coroner might _ sit, although 
instructed to doo by the justice de- 
partment, that caused the failure of 
the inquest. Mr. Oliver read the 
telegrams which passed 
agent of the department ard Dr. 
Meade, which showed that the depart- 
ment did not instruct Dr. Meade to 
withdraw, and that Dr. Meade did 
not refuse. On the contrary in re- 
sponse to the department's suggestion 
as to withdrawal Dr. Meade promptly 
wired his willingness to do so, and 
was informed in reply that he had 
bette: wait—that the department 
would be responsible for seeing that 
the ends of justice were met. 

Under other circumstances the large 
amount of the supplementary esti- 
mates would be occasion for a lengthy 
debate, but with the unrest now 
prevailing amongst the members it is 
possible that they will pass without 

a lengthy comment. They develop 
an important feature of the Yukon 
policy of the government, namely 
the establishment of direct telegraph 
communication at once from Skag- 
way and afterwards from Quesnelle, 
B. C. Also the construction of wagon 
roads in the Yukon district. These 
are important steps in the develop- 
ment of that district. 

The passage of the Intercolonial 
extension bills through the senate 
discloses the fact that the C. P. R. 
has not everything all its own way 
even inthe senate. The C. P. R. 
have fought the Intercolonial exten- 
sion from start to finish, for the 
simple reason that it meant that 
henceforward the Intercolonial would 
be an active competitor instead of a 
silent feeder of their line. They de- 
pended on the senate to do for them 
what they dared not ask the com- 
mons to do, that is throw out the bill. 
At the last moment they dug up a 
clause about unconsigned west bound 
freight being handed over to the 
Grand Trunk at Montreal as a reason 
why the bill should be thrown out. 
As is their wont they raised the 
patriotic cry. The clause was so easy 
to get around that it was of no serious 
importance and was amended with 
the concurrence of the Grand Trunk. 
During the discussion it was dev eloped 
that Sir Mackenzie Bowell and a 
considerable following of conservative 
senators were not at the beck and call 
of the C. P. R., as is the section of 
the party which acknowledges Sir 
Charles Tupper more particularly as 
its leader. 

The passage of these bills renders 
an early general election less probable 
than had they been defeated. But 
there still remains the redistribution 
bill which is now before the senate 
and is said to be marked for the 
slaughter. If the expected happens 
there will then be sufficient grounds 
for the government to appeal to the 
country if itis so desired.

DELEGATES REPORT. 


We, the undersigned delegates and 
land seekers, have for the past few 
days gone over the Edmonton district 
accompanied by the immigration 
agent of this district, Mr. C. W. Sut- 
ter, and have much pleasure in stating 
to intending settlers the following 
facts, 

We have examined carefully the 
sections gone through and were really 
surprised at the amount of land under 
crop and the condition of same. 


We would mention the following 
farms picked promiscuously from 
many, first that of A. Guidore, of 
Sturgeon river, range 23, township 56, 
section 11, where we saw wheat fully 
three feet in height, beautifully head- 
ed with present prospects of yielding 
from 40 to 50 bushels. 

This gentleman has 190 acres under 
cultivation and although only here six 
years and coming with very limited 
capital expects to reap 12,000 bushels 
of wheat and oats, as last year he had 
9,000 bushels which he states was 
rather a poor year with him. 

Coming to Fort Saskatchewan we 
saw the farm of Jos. Lamoureaux, who 
came here with small capital, bui 
thanks to his pluck and energy has 
about sixty acres in grain the equal 
of anything we have ever seen even 
coming as most of us do from good 
wheat growing districts. 

Another fine farm we wish to men- 
tion was that of Jacob Broeder, of 
Horse Hills district, who has a large 
area, under crop, consisting of wheat 
and oats. Mr. Broeder came here 
without capital, working out for the 
first few years in order to get capital. 

The herds of cattle we have seen, 
and they were many, fully equal any 
grade cattle in our own countries 
looking now ready for market and 
only running on the grass, which 
speaks well for the richness of the 
soil and grass. 

Farmers here can realize from $40 
to $47 for three year old cattle and 
milch cows bring from $30 to $40. 
Hogs sell at 4}c per lb. live weight. 
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The land is 

mixed farming, roots and vegetables 
wing in abundance. There =

ver, very easy of access and delivered 
wi $3 per ton or at the mine $1. Re 
gardip timber, parts are thickly 
wooded with white poplar and spruce 
which while not very iarge can be well 
utilized for building purposes.

As to farm 
wagons and machinery these can be 
urchased here as cheaply as in our 
own districts taking freight and duty 
into consideration. Dressed fresh 
beef retails here from 10c to 12c. 
Butter, 20c. Eggs, 15c. Flour from 
$1.50 to $2.25 per ewt. The city of 
Edmonton has furnished a large com- 
fortable building for immigration pur- 

where intending settlers can 
leave their families and effects until 
located, the greatest kindness being 
shown them by the officials in charge. 

As to fruit, berries of the following 
kinds are here in abundance: Hasp- 
berries, strawberries, gooseberries, 
saskatoons and currents. 

From present indications therc is a 
great future in store for Edmonton 
city and surroundings. Here are 
several banks, hotels, general stores 
as good as any in Canada, and one of 
the finest public school buildings in 
this or any other country, and every 
trade and profession fully represented. 
In the country districts you will find 
public schools wherever needed. 

Before closing we cannot but thank 
the government immigration agent, 
Mr. ©. W. Sutter, for the great kind- 
ness extended to us and his untiring 
efforts to furnish us with every in- 
formation possible which we will long 
remember.

“STEAMBOAT” WILSON IN DAWSON 
The Yukon Sun of July 4th, says: 
Mr. John Wilson ex-mayor of Kal- 
goorlie, West Australia, arrived in 
town a few days sgo from a long trip 
via the Edmonton route. The party of 
nine, English and Canadians, left Ed- 
monton about July Ist, 1898. They 
had a good rnn down the river in their 
steam launch to Fort McPherson, on 
the Mackenzie delta, in two months. 
They spent five days, using thirteen 
dogs, to haul the launch over to Bell 
river, flowing into the Yukon. It was 
the first steam launch that ever came 
down Bell river. Last fall they arriv- 
ed at Rat river about the first week in 
September, and were frozen in at Mc- 
Dougall’s Pass until June 5, 1899. 
Four or five men of different parties 
died at Rat river of scurvy. Ex-Chief 
of police and ex-Mayor Stewart, of 
Hamilton, Ont., died at Peel river of 
this disease’ The Wilson party pros- | 
pected the Peel river, but found no: h- 
ing.

WEB SORE 
A DAWSON LETTER. 4 

A letter written from Dawson on 
the 6th July to C.F. Strang,announces 
the safe arrival there of Jas. Ferguson, 
of the Ferguson-Clutter party of 
Klondikers, and who wintered at 
Wind City. The party during the 
winter hauled their outfit 164 miles 
to the head waters of the Stewart, 
built boats there and diifted down, 
prospecting as they went, but without 
finding anything. There was a little 
gold there, but it was too fine. Above 
the Frazer falls they found nothing. 
Fresh meat was plentiful. Mr. 
Ferguson says: The last we heard 
from Wind City of the parties who 
stayed there to go back to McPherson 
was that there were about five cases 
of scurvy and and one man named 
Sherman had died. All the parties 
who came over the pass are now in 
Dawson. A large number of men 
wintered at Rat river and there were 
several deaths there. Clutter, who 
went down with us, is now at Circle 
City. Mr. Wilson, better known as 
“Old Man Wilson,” who stayed at 
the Jasper House, was at MePherson. 
He got the scurvy there and intends 
getting out by the H. B. Co. steamers 
to Edmonton and will probably get in 
about the end of August. “Steam- 
boat” Wilson, the Australian, got 
here a couple of weeks ago and left 
last week for western Australia. 
From what I have seen and heard 
this country is not anything near what 
it was boomed up to be. There are 
a few goods creeks, but that is all. 
In March the thermometer was 60 
below.”
